charcoal, became luminous in the dark. 
The miner.il with which the Bologna cob- 
bler attained so remarkable a result was 
barium sulphate, which by the operation 
in the crucible was changed to barium 
sulphide, (me of the most phosphorescent 
substances known. 


—The v orld's supply of Chian turpen- 


tine, which Dr. John Clay lias found to 
produce a surprising curative effect in 
cases of cancer, is very limited, the tur- 
pentine trees of Ohio numbering, it is re- 
ported, only about one thousand. In con- 
sequence i if this scarcity and the fast 
growing demand for the drug, the price 
is very lujjh, and many imitations are 
sold. 


—According to Dr. Kedzie, of Detroit, 


the adulteration of sugar with glucose is 
rapidly increasing, and the adulteration 
is being effected more and more skillfully. 
Pure' glucose is not in itself poisonous or 
even injui ions, but it makes sugar less 
sweet, so that a greater quantity is re- 
quired to produce a given sweetening ef- 
fect. 
Manufactured glucose, however, 


Dr. Kedzie states is injurious to health, 
because jmisonour. substances are always 
associated with it. 
Glucose is also said 


to be a constituent of nearly all candies 
and syrups. 


—A peculiar disease of the coffee- 


plant, caused by the very rapid develop- 
ment of :i fungus upon the leaves, has 
caused such serious losses in the island of 
Java during the last ten years that a re- 
ward of SI00,000 has been offered for a 
cheap and effectual remedy. 


—A recently patented German process 


for making rancid butter sweet is to 
knead it with perfectly clear lime-water, 
in the proportion of five parts of butter to 
one part of lime-water. After a few 
minutes' kneading the lime-water is pour- 
ed off, and the butter thoroughly washed 
with pure water. The rancidity is caused 
by the piesence of certain free acids, 
which are neutralized by the lime. 


—Ilerr Preyer, a Gorman investigator, 


has proven that the drowsiness of fatigue 
is caused by the introduction into the 
blood of lactic acid, which is produced by 
the disintegration of bodily tissues of 
nerve anil muscle. Many of the sensa- 
tions we il illy experience seem to be the 
direct result of similar chemical change. 


—A lien use for glass is found in the 


manufacture of window shutters.

PAN.—Aithur'Fitzpatrick, who returned 
from Colorado a short timeago, gives the 
following glowing account of an occur- 
rence in the mining districts, of which he 
was an eye witness: "A miner and some 
companions were crossing the Continental 
Divide w lien it was covered with snow. 
Three miles below them, down a decline 
of 45 degrees, deeply covered with frozen 
snow, lay the spot they desired to reach, 
while to go round b\ rail was fifteen 
miles. 
The miner took a tin pan used 


for washing gold, spread his blanket over 
it, got in himself in a squatting position 
on his haunches, tucked the blanket 
around, held his rirlle and other traps over 
his head :md got one of his companions 
to give him a push. He informed me he 
went dow n at the speed of sixty miles a 
minute, and shot far out into the valley 
at the font of the mountain.

stopped he found the soldering of the pan 
melted from friction, his blanket on fire 
and it was his impression that had he gom

LUCBETIA >»OTT- 


On Sunda;, November 14th, the last 


sad rites wcri' performed for another of 
that noble band of workers who are now 
fast passing f-om works to rewards. Lu- 
eretia Molt, vhose long, earnest, and use- 
ful life close 1 on the llth inst., aged 
eighty-eight years, was born in Nantucket, 
January 3d, 1793. Her parents,Thomas 
and Lucretia Coffin, were natives of that 
island, and removed to Boston in 1804. 
She attended school in that city for two 
years, then .'pent three years at Nine 
Partners; tin latter part of the time she 
was teaching. While at this school her 
attention was, called to the duty of ab- 
staining from slave produce,and this con- 
viction deepc'ied in succeeding years. 


She was alw ays a member of the Society 


of Friends. ] iarnest and eminently social 
in her nature, she had a clear perception 
of right and quick intuitions of justice. 
Acclnowledgingbut one Overruling Power, 
having firm faith in the guidance of that 
"Inner Light,'1 or, as some prefer toe all it, 
the "Voice ol God in the soul," she feared 
no man, and where duty called there she 
was1 to be foil,id. 
Consequences were not 


to be considered. Hers was a life of un- 
selfish devotion. In 1809 she removed 
to Philadelphia with her parents. In 1811 
she married James Mott. He entered 
into partnership with her father. 


The depression in business consequent 


upon the war of 1812 and the death of her 
father made i'. necessary for her to enter 
into business with hci husband. In 1817 
she took charge of a large day school until 
other duties made it necessary to relin- 
quish it. Wlu'n she was twenty-five years 
old she felt she had labor to perform as a 
minister. Alter an interval or SL-,,.... 
years devoted to the care ol six children, 
she travelled through New England, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, and part of Virginia, 
preaching against slavery and upholding 
the testimonies of Friends. 
In 1833 she 


took an acti.'C purt in organizing the 
Anti-SLivery Society in Philadelphia, and 
with others wr.s subjected to mob violence, 
which resulted in the burning of that 
beautiful building, Pennsylvania Hall, 
just opened fcr Anti-Slavery meetings. 


Notwithstanding the odium cast upon 


he name of abolitionist, she continued to 
peak on the .subject of Anti-Slavery, ad- 
ocating the interests of the colored race, 
aiding in tlv.'ir charitable associations, 
and doing what she could for their im- 
rovcment by speaking to them in their 
:hurches. In 1840 she was sent to Lou- 
Ion to the World's Anti-Slavery Conven- 
ion; but bee luse she was a woman they 
vould not rjceive her as a delegate. 
5very other courtesy was extended to her 
md her companions as strangers and 
ibolitionists. 


The wrongs of the Indian were 


icver forgotten. To her slear mind the 
njustice to woman was fully portrayed, 
nd being ever on the alert to see the 
right, she wus foremost in that work. 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton, Susan B. An- 
thony, and ot'iers, can tell how her forci- 
)le reasoning brought them to a sense of 
luty to raise their voices in behalf of 
.heir oppressed sisters. In 1848 she as- 
iistccl in organizing the first Woman's 
tlights Convention at Seneca Falls. 


\t one time, notwithstanding the dan- 


;crs of braving the slave oligarchy, she 
conceived it to be her duty to go South 
and preach. 
She held meetings for the 


slaveholders, also for the slaves. 
Her 


religious society believing it to beaperil- 
itis undertaking, could not encourage her 
other than to set her at liberty to go with 
their sanction wherever duty pointed the 
way. 


".She walked hy faith and nut by sight, 


By love aixl not by law ; 


The presence of Ibe wrong or right 


She rather felt than saw." 


She accomplished her work, and as usual 
in the fulfilment of duty, returned safe 
and strong in the right. 


The Temperance cause was ever with 


her. She lost no opportunity of advancing 
the principles of total abstinence. 
Her 


clear intellect and retentive memory gave 
iier a readiness for any emergency. 
We 


recall an incident we heard her relate. 
On a visit to Washington she held a 
meeting, and those who attended were 
not acquainted 
with tli2 customs of 


Friends. 
Alter she had done speaking, 


there seemed a little hesitancy in the 
dispersing of the audience. She arose 
and gave tlic benediction which Elias 
Hicks once- ^ave on a similar occasion. 


To the Christ who was never crucified , 


to the Christ who was never slain ; to the 
Christ who c.umot die, I commend you, 
with my own soul." 


She was no sectarian. 
She accepted 


good wherever she found it. "Truth for 
authority, and not authority for truth" 
was a living maxim with her. 
Some 


years ago a convention of Unitarian min- 
isters from all parts of the United States 
was held. Lucretia Mott, Abby Kimble, 
and three or four other thinking women 
asked the liberty to attend as listeners. 
They had not. been long seated when one 
of the leading ministers announced "that 
Mrs. Lucretia Mott was present, and 
moved that .'.he be invited to the platform 
and speak if she felt moved so to do." 
The proposition was united with. This 
was in the times of slavery, and when 
women were not admitted to the pulpit. 
Before the conference closed she accepted 
the invitation and gave a clear exposition 
of her view s on the slavery question, a 
paid ministry, and other 
testimonies 


which Friends hold. She was listened to 
with admiration and attention. 


After the passage of the Fugitive Slave 


Law, and after Judge Taney gave his in- 
famous decision that "the slave had no 
rights the Mrhite man was bound to re- 
spect," she was ever watchful for the 


safety of thu colored man. She would go 
into the court-room and sit nearly all 
night, not leaving till the Court dis- 
persed, when a slave was on trial. Lawyer 
Brcwster, who at one time acted for the 
slaveholder, once said "nothing caused 
him to quail so milch as that clear, calm, 
earnest face of Lucretia Mott." 


An instance of her promptness of action 


occurred at one time when political ex- 
citement ran high and the slave power 
seemed to be gaining ths ascendancy. A 
mob had closed tlu Anti-Slavery Fair 
then open. It was only for a fuw hours. 
The medical btudents who c/ime to Phila- 
delphia for their education, telegraphed 
to the South, the "Fair was closed." It 
was soon opened in another hall. Lucre- 
tia Mott sent immediately another tele- 
gram over the South that the Fair was 
going on, with her name signed. 


In her own religious society she was at 


home in all its peculiar tenets. In their 
meetings for worship, her preaching was 
not ideal or theoretical, but plain, prac- 
tical and comprehensive. In their meet- 
ings for business she was ever watchful; 
saw at a glance the value of any proposi- 
tion brought before them, and ready to 
adopt all that she fult would advance the 
moral or spiritual welfare of society, or 
tend to smooth the path of any class of 
the human family. 


Slie had for several months past been 


confined to her bed, without much severe 
suffering. 
As she remarked to one who 


was visiting her not long since, that for 
thirty years she had suffered very much 
with nervous dyspepsia, but now she was 
free from it. 
She was calm and cheerful, 


waiting patiently for the final close of her 
earthly life. Now we cannot but feel 
there must DU a joynn reunion w 11,11 mm 
who was the partner of her life for over 
fifty years—one who participated warmly 
in all that was near and dear to her. He 
passed away several years before her, but 
can we doubt that his purified spirit still 
lived with hers, and when she entered the 
realm of spirits found him at the portals 
ready to receive her. 


When we write of such lives we know 


not where to close. In our hearts they 
can forever dwell, and as she Ins been a 
strength to us through life, we will

"So far as attempts have been made to 


compromise the two systems of prohibi- 
tion and licer.se by legalizing sales through 
druggists and town agents, or by permit- 
ing the unrestricted sale of malt liquors 
and light intoxicants, the results have 
>een unsatisfactory. Abuses of the gross- 
est character were found to creep in at 
once where any privileges were granted, 
and subsequent legislatures have been 
obliged to repeal what seemed to be on 
rhc passage most carefully guarded enact- 
ncnts of a restrictive character. 
Com- 


iromise in this regard that shall not be 
abused in the most flagrant manner, all 
experiences with which I am familiar 
>rove to be an impossibility. If intem- 
>erance is not our inexorable doom, if the 
>overty and wretchedness and crime 
>rought on by the use of intoxicating 
iquors are not our inevitable heritage, 
ivhat can we do better than to set our- 
selves in unyielding opposition to the 
•ram'c which promotes it! 


"Nor is the argument at all conclusive 


;o ray mind that we should not retain upon 
our statute-books a law that is in advance 
of public opinion on this subject. 
Law is 


n one sense a guide-board pointing out 
the course of conduct which, if followed, 
vill secure the greatest degree of good 
and happiness and safety for all. 
There- 


ore it must often be largely ideal in its 
character, and frequently in advance of

Now that the monstrous effort of the 


solid South to destroy the libertipsof the 
lation has been rebuked and the iuipend- 
ng peril so far arrested as to ensure its 
•emoval, the next great encounter of the 
Republican party must be with the rum 
nterest.

lave been directed to the suppression of 
•ebellion and the maintenance of the vital 
irinciplcs of freedom of speech and liberty 
of the ballot, the rum interest has been 
Absorbing so much of the nation's wealth 
that it has become an almost irresistible 
jower in the land. Conscious of its own 
trength, it is ready to follow the example 
of the slave oligarchy and demand control 
of the Government in its own interest, 
ind when the great moral integrity of the 
llepnblic, aroused to an appreciation of 
ts peril, refuses to yield the sceptre, then 
will follow as before,open rebellion. This 
s not the visionary imagining of a fanat- 
cal mind. It is as sure as that cause 
produces effect, that transgression leads 
;o punishment. 


Unless the nation awakens to its danger 


and takes the monster by the throat, it 
will itself be throttled. 
The sooner the 


struggle is taken in hand the less san- 
guine it will be. The first step should be 
;he repeal of the State license laws. The 
next and final one, an amendment of the 
United States Constitution prohibiting 
the manufacture or importation of liquors. 
Upon this depends the perpetuity and 
perfection of the Republican form of 
government, the great problem of this 
nation. Let us see to it then that it be 
not allowed to fall short of complete 
success. 


The following extracts are from a mes- 


sage from ex-Uovernor Talbot to the Leg- 
islature of Massachusetts, in 1874, vetoing 
a license bill: 


"No more important question cm be 


presented to us in the discharge of our 
official duties than that concerning the 
traffic in intoxicating-liquors. The results 
involved in any decision that may be made 
are so momentous, and the consequences 
so grave and wide-reaching, that in dis- 
cussing the issue we ought to lay aside 
personal and party consideration of every 
kind, and be influenced solely by the obli- 
gations we owe to our fellow-men, and the 
solemn trusts we have taken upon our- 
selves in behalf of the commonwealth. 
Called upon to consider the bill "regula- 
ting the sale of spiritous liquor," I must 
act on my oath and my conscience, ap- 
pealing for my justification, not alone to 
the enlightened judgment of the people oi 
Massachusetts, but to that Power which 
is superior to all common authority, and 
infallibly tries the hearts of men. 


"If we admit that there may be a use 


of intoxicating liquors so guarded and 
temperate a way that no appreciable evi 
arises therefrom, it is still the unanimous 
verdict of the civilized world, supported 
by a weight of evidence not to be over- 
thrown, that the use of alcoholic fluids is 
the cause of much the largest proportion 
of the crime and degradation and misery 
falling to the lot of man. 


"The history of the struggle with the 


evils of intemperance is most instructive 
The earliest attempts to check the use o: 
intoxicating liquors-were in the direction 
of license and regulation. These attempts 


that it may be instructor and elevator, as 
ivell as a source of restriction and punish- 
nent. To a law committing the common- 
vealth of Massachusetts to a public 
acknowledgment that the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors as a beverage is necessary 
and desirable, I cannot on my conscience 
;ive assent. It seems to me that the 
mly safe and sound position for a Chris- 
;ian community to take in regard to this 
matter is that of absolute and unqualified 
opposition to the traffic. 


'When I think of the victims to the use 


of intoxicating liquors in every village of 
the commonwealth; when I study the 
;reat field over which our Board of State 
Jharitics has supervision; when I con- 
sider our alms-houses, and hospitals, and 
lomes for the fallen and friendless; when 
[ look into our jails, and workhouses, and 
louses of correction, and the State prisj 
on; and when I try to compute the losses 
and charges upon all our industries by 
reason of imperfect labor, and the taxes 
for the support of these institutions for 
reformation and punishment, my judgment 
unqualifiedly condemns, and my heart and 
my manhood rebel against any system 
that would permit the great source of all 
wrong and misery and crime to exist by 
authority of the commonwealth. My con- 


ictions against the policy of such a sys- 
;em are too solemn and resistless for me 
to hesitate in doing the duty laid upon 
me. I therefore return the bill entitled 
'An Act regulating the Sale of Spiritous 
or Intoxicating Liquor' to the House of 
Representatives, in which it originated, 
without executive sanction."

"Prohibition only siys: 'When you 


throw open your door, and invite the 
passer-by to drink, and when two hundred 
years of experience have proved that by 
so doing you double my taxes and make it 
dangerous for my child to tread those 
streets, I have a right to say whether you 
shall open that door or not. I don't care 
whether you sell him poison or food; I 
don't care whether you sell him alcohol or 
roast beef—it does not matter; all I know 
is that, if you undertake to sell him some- 
thing that doubles my taxes, and that 
makes my passage through the street 
more dangerous, you double this crime, 
and I have the right to interfere.' There 
is where I get my right; and if any grog- 
seller can stand here and show in the face 
of an intelligent people that he has the 
right, under any idea of democratic gov- 
ernment, to filch from my pocket and 
to make my passage through the streets 
unsafe in order that he may coin other 
men's sins into his gold, let him try it." 


ADVANTAGES OF POVERTY.—The ad- 


vantages attached to poverty in most re- 
ligions are sufficiently notorious. The 
four leading orders of Franciscans, Dom- 
inicans, Aagustines and Carmelites are 
all of them orders of beggars. And Beran- 
ger calls the Gospel to witness the truth 
of his assertion that they are a happy peo- 
ple.

THE MOBEY LETTER. 


jt'DGlt DAVIS' DECISION. 


In the New York Supremo Court, last 


Saturday morning, Judge Davis rendered 
a decision in the case of Kcnward Philp, 
charged with libel on General Uarfield, 
in connection with the Morcy Chinese 
letter. The decision is in substance as 
follows : No newspaper had a right to 
publish ns genuine nny forged or false in- 
strument. The Morcy letter is a forgery, 
and tlio editorial calling Garficld n liar 
libclous. The offender under the code 
could only be reached through prosecu- 
tion for criminal libel, and the writer 
could be prosecuted for the offence. 
The 


envelope bore evidence of erasures, and 
was also a forgery. The evidence did not 
prove the existence of an organization 
called the Labor Union, nor of such a man 
as H. L. Morey. 


The existence of such a person as John 


W. Qoodall, the man alleged to have for- 
warded the Morey letter to Mr. Hart, 
publisher of the Trtttli, newspaper, was 
not proven, neither that such a man was 
ever appointed executor of the estate of 
a man named H. L.Morey. Judge Davis 
was of the opinion tliat Moroy was a myth. 
The men who professed to know him had 
confessed themselves perjurers. 
Philp 


asserted in his article that the letter was 
genuine, and must be held to answer un- 
less he proved it. 


If the letter was genuine it was lawful 


to publish; if not genuine it was unlaw- 
ful. 
Even the entries of II. L. Morey on 


the Lynn hotel registers were forgeries. 
Judges Davis said the evidence of ex- 
Congressman A. S. Hewitt, astonished 
him. He, according to Hart's testimony, 
induced the publication of the forged let- 
ter, pronouncing it genuine, llewitt's 
opinion and motive were subjects for con- 
sideration. His connection with the let- 
ter and the proceedings* were of nn extra- 
ordinary character. It was astounding 
that it person of his experience and sa- 
gacity should, under suspicious circum- 
stances, pronounce this letter genuine. 


Upon Mr. Hewitt rests a large share of 


the responsibility for the publication, as 
it went out to the country under sanction 
of his endorsement; Philp was guilty of 
criminal libel for publishing a libclous ar- 
ticle, knowing the letter to bo n forgery. 


Judge Davis concludes as follows: 


"The evidence adduced in the case tends 
to establish a great conspiracy, concocted 
or at least abetted by men in higher sta- 
tions in life. The question of their actual 
guilt will be left to n jury of their coun- 
mcn to determine." 


Philp was held to bail to answer the 


charge.

THE OOLDElTFLOOD, 


A 11OPKFCL I'UOSPKCT FOH TUB WEALTH 


OF AMERICA. 


The golden flood that last year sent to 


this country some $75,000,000 in coin 
within the course of a few months, seems 
to have again set in, and the fact suggests 
these comments by the Cincinnati Times- 
Star: 


Since the beginning of August almost 


$40,000,000 in gold has been landed in 
New York, and the reports that reach us 
from abroad by the Atlantic cable are 
that nearly every steamer departing from 
foreign ports contains its precious treas- 
ure in gold destined for the United States. 
Nor do we see any reason why this should 
quickly cease. The unparalleled yield of 
breadstuff's in this country during the cur- 
rent season is needed to feed the teem- 
ing hives of Europe, where crops have 
been rather under than over the usual av- 
erage, and where the ordinary deficiency 
usually supplied from the Black Sea will 
be sent this side of the Atlantic to be 
made up. Moreover, with a cotton crop 
of at least 6,000,000 bales, now being 
f 


athered, that is worth at current prices, 
300,000,000, to augment our exporta- 


tion of breadstuffs and general merchan- 
dise, America would seem to have been 
changed into a loadstone to attract hither 
the precious ores of all nations. As our 
own production of gold and silver amounts 
annually to something like $100,000,000, 
most of which is absorbed into the cur- 
rency of the country, the annual increase 
of the coin that passes into circulation in 
the United States may be pretty readily 
calculated, and unless disturbed by forces 
not at present apparent would seem des- 
tined to make the American people at no 
distant day the wealthiest nation in the 
world.

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A NEW SOBT OF BARRELS.—The body 


of the barrel is all nude in one piece from 
coarse wood pulp. The pressure to which 
it is subjected is 400 tons. The heads are 
made of one piece in the same way, and 
when put together the barrels are exceed- 
ingly light, strong and satisfactory every 
way. There are two kinds, one for fruit, 
flour, and other dry substances; the other 
for oil, lard and liquids of all kinds. A 
flour barrel made in this way and filled 
can be dropped from a wagon to the pave- 
ment without injury. Fruit packed in 
these receptacles keeps longer thin when 
put up in the usual way, being dry and 
excluded from the air. The barrels for 
liquid substances are made by subjecting 
the first form to a simple process, and oil 
can be kept in them without any leakage.

The 
only way thai tin! question can success- 
fully be brought to the decision of the 
great majority ol the voters is to Imve it 
incorporated as one of the tenets of one 
of the two leading political parties of the 
country. Temperance people as a rule 
belong to the Republican party. In the 
Republican partv, and not out of it, 
therefore, is the place for Temperance 
workers. A wp.irato political organiza- 
tion only weakens and delays the work. 


There is no c.ise on record where a 


strictly formed prohibitory party ever 
accomplished that for which it was brought 
into existence. 
1'he Temperance party 


was never stronger in Pennsylvania than 
just immediately after the repeal of the Lo- 
cal Option Law. At the succeeding State 
election a prohibition ticket was placed 
in the field and a large Temperance vote 
polled. It was far from being a majority 
of the votes cast however, its only cfleet 
being a reduction in the Republican 
majority. 
Aftei that election the prohi- 


bition party virtually disbanded, and the 
influence the Temperance people might 
lw\c exerted inside the party lines \vus 
lost, and no important Temperance legis- 
lation has been proposed or enacted .since. 


What may be done by confining the 


temperance agitation within the lines of 
the Republican jurty finds most forcible 
illustration in the gr^t Republican State 
of Kansas, which h 
jono farther than 


any other State in prohibitory legislation, 
by adopting an amendment to its consti- 
tution, prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors, except for 
medical, scientific and mechanical pur- 
poses. It is reported that this has been 
adopted by a majority of '20,000 votes. 
It differs from other prohibitory legisla- 
tion in the counti y, in the fact that as a part 
of the constitution, it cannot be repealed 
except through a two-thirds vote of each 
branch of the (legislature, ratified by a 
vote of the people. 


When would a distinct prohibition 


party in Kansas have been able to ac- 
complish such n work as this'1 They 
would still be an insignificnYit minority 
with no promise of success in the future. 
But by working within the party, the 
temperance people of that State have 
accomplished all that the extremes! pro- 
hibitionist could desire. The moral of 
all this is plain. 


—The efforts of certain street passen- 


ger railway com panics in Philadelphia to 
prevent the Hordic Transportation Com- 
pany from running its coaches on Broad 
and Market Streets have proved unsuc- 
cessful. The Court preemptorily orders 
the CVief Commissioner of Highways to 
grant the necessary licenses. The Rail- 
way Companies secured a couple of months' 
delay and the incidental profit that the 
absence of this new competition would 
give them in th it interval.

should be maintained by the Government, 
and not supplemented by private subscrip- 
tion. The Nation is neither too poor nor 
too ungenerous. It needs but to be re- 
minded of its duty, and we hope there 
will be such agitation of this matter that 
an honorable position, and, if not that, 
then an honorable pension, in recognition 
of past services, shall be given not 
only to our ox-Pre«dents, but to their 
widows, as long as they live. We can 
afford it, and simple jutsice demands 
that we do it.

The methods of the temperance, advo- 


cate are gradually undergoing a change. 
The old-time lecturer, with his quaint an- 
ecdote and pathetic story, alternately 
drawing a tear and provoking a smile, 
will soon be numbered among the things 
that are obsolete. A knowledge of the 
manifold evils that result from intemper- 
ance is already the property of the audi- 
ence, and every intelligent speaker under- 
stands that the region of sorrow and mis- 
ery, of dissipation and crime, is not an 
undiscovered country. 
There is less 


need of depicting the sin of drunkenness 
than of dealing with itscause. All thought 
and all effort should be directed to its 
prevention. 


Mrs. 
McLaughlin, in her lecture the 


other evening, truly said that earnest and 
helpful words and work are chiefly needed 


now. 
. She considered the principal chan- 


nels for action to be the home, the school, 
the church, and the ballot-box. 


There is no place equal to the home for 


effective temperance work. This is the 
place above all others where the alphabet 
of the virtues should be taught, and 
where the elements of sound principles 
should take sure root. It seems to be 
the rule with a multitude of parents to 
ignore this vital point. 
The weight of 


high obligation restslightly on their minds 
and occasions no anxiety. Earnest and 
adequate effort on their part would have 
a value that the most extravagant esti- 
mate would poorly represent. 
Imagine 


the moral worth of keeping every boy at 
home after dark. Think of the great 
beneficence that would flow to the com- 
munity at large if every parent should be- 
come an exponent of temperance princi- 
ples iu his own household, enforcing his 
influence by example as well as by instruc- 
tion. 


Next in importance to the home is the 


school as a province for elementary tem- 
perance work. Provided with the useful 
text-book, the teacher may become an 
important adjunct to" the parent. 


The church is another broad field of 


opportunity mentioned in Mrs. McLaugh- 
liu's classification. It has never yet wel- 
comed the temperance reform with hearty 
and generous sympathy. The power that 
undermines temperance and antagonizes 
temperance work lias never yet been sua- 
jected to the assaults of Christianity with 
anything like herculean vigor. No one 
can doubt the ability of the church to 
strike a deadly blow at the root of intem- 
perance through the exercise of its inher- 
ent force. 


Mrs. 
McLaughlin touched upon the bal- 


lot-box somewhat moderately as an agent 
for the suppression of the drinking vice. 
In a general way this can only be regarded 
as a reflector of public sentiment, and as 
offering a path that leads to the execution 
of the people's will. Possibly it is des- 
tined to become the final instrumentality 
at the command of the temperance re- 
former, enabling m'm to crystalize the re- 
sults of his labor into law, and to crown 
his efforts with ultimate success. But be- 
fore the voice of the people dan thus come 
to his. aid effectively, he must broaden the 
area of the temperance sentiment, deepen 
its roots in the public mind, give it the 
wings of the popular will, and free it from 
all its hampering fetters.

FOB THE TOILET. — Of white wax, oil 


of almonds, spermaceti and white soap 
each one-fourth ounce , one pint of rose 
water or elder-flower water , best cologne, 
three ounces. Cut the wax, sperm end 
soan very fine , put in ur> earthen vessel 
with a gill of rose water , set into a dish 
of boiling water and let stand until dis- 
solved. Then add first the oil of almonds, 
then the rose water and cologne. 


REMOVAL or STAINK OK COKKI;K ton- 


TAININO CREAM. — It is said that stains 
produced by coffee witti cream on woolen 
JT silk goods may be removed without in- 
juring the most delicate colors by simply 
brushing them withunpi rfumed glycerine 
and then washing them out with luke- 
warm water and ironing the fabric on 
the wrong side until it is dry. The gly- 
cerine absorbs the coloring matter of the 
coffee as well as the fatty matter of the 
milk. 


Ace mp.NTS. — Professor "W ilder, of Cor- 


nell Unhersity, gives these short rules 
for action in caw of at< idcnt. It would 
not be a bad thing to < ut them out and 
carry them in one's pocket book or com- 
mit them to memory : 


For dust in your eyes avoid rubbing , 


dash cold water in them , remove cinders, 
etc., with the round point of a lead pencil. 


Remove insects from the car by tepid 


water. Never put a hard instrument into 
the ear. 


If an artery is cut, compress it above 


the wound. If a vein is cut, compress it 
below. 


If choked, go upon all fours and cough. 
For slight burns, dip the part in cold 


water, if the skin is destroyed, cover 
with varnish. 


For apoplexy, raise tbohead and body, 


for fainting, lay the body flat.

two tablespoonfuls of bread crumbs, an 
ounce of butter, and n little pepper and 
salt. Place a layer of hrcad crumbs on a 
flat dish, add a little salt and pepper and 
half of the butter in (.mall {.mcos, drop 
into this the eggs ; ovei this sprinkle the 
remainder of the bread crumbs, a little 
more pepper and salt, and the rest of the 
butter. Put them into a quick oven foi 
a moment, until the c^gs set, and then 
serve. 


MOLASSK8TA>FY. — 'I WO Cllpfulbof I11O- 


lasscs, one cupful of su^ar, butter the size 
of a guinea-hen's egf;. 
Boil hard for 


twenty minutes. Add lialf a teaspoonful 
ofsoda. Try if it is bi ittle, if not, boil 
a few minutes longer. Pour out into two 
buttered dishes. Nuts may be added, if 
you like, just before the soda. 


LIGHT RYE TKA CAKM.— One pint 


of milk, two eggs, n tablespoonful of 
brown sugar, and a Inr^-c pinch of salt. 
Add enough flour to make a common 
griddle cake batter. Hake half an hour 
in a gem pan , serve hot or cold as de- 
sired. 
Always get jour material for 


breakfast over night ; fix the fire ready 
to light, fill the tea-kettle, grind the cof- 
fee, and prepare the ]>otatoes, and thus 
you can sleep a half an liour longer in the 
morning. 


LECIIE 
CREAM — vi BY FINE. — Beat 


lightly tK-ee eggs, lea\ mg out the whites 
of two, add carefully one pint and a half 
of milk, then mix carefully four table- 
spoonfuls of flour, four tablespoonfuls of 
-powdered sugar, the giated part of one 
lemon , cook until the Hour is done, stir- 
ring all the time to keep it from lumping. 
Put a dozen maccaroon1 uii the bottom of 
a dish, and when tlie ciemc is done pour 
it through a sieve on to this cak >s. Serve 
cold. 


RAILWAY 
PUDDINO — Railway pud- 


ding is a dessert that can be served hot 
or cold. Use one ounce of butter, one 
teacupful of sugar, sanu quantity of flour, 
one tablespoonful of flavoring extract, 
three eggs, one-half taMespoonful of milk 
and a dessert spoonful of baking powder 
Mix the flour and sugar well together iu 
a bowl, and then add the baking ponder, 
Break the three eggs in a separate basin, 
and stir lightly with a spoon. Add to tin 
eggs the flavoring extract and milk, ant 
then mix with the flour and sugar as 
quickly as possible. 1 1 aving thus worked 
it into a thick paste, turn into a pan 
which has been well greased with the 
ounce of butter, and bake in a quick oven 
for ten minutes.

and spread with presen es. This pudding 
csn be served cold for tea.
